Morrow To Represent Ike At Italy Trade Fair 

E. Frederic Morrow, the first Negro White House 
aide, will represent President Eisenhower at the In- 
ternational Trade Fair in Bari, Italy, late in August 
and may join the President on his historic mission to 
Russia, JET learned. 

White House aides would not discuss the makeup 
of the president’s staff on the Russian trip, but they 
did confirm that Morrow will represent the govern- 
ment at the major Italian trade fair, setting a prece- 
dent for a Negro official. Morrow will be accom- 
panied on the trip to Italy by his wife and will re- 
main 10 days. 

Also in Washington, a group of liberals led by 
Michigan Sen. Philip Hart blocked a quick transfer 
of the $1 million Hot Springs Arkansas Army hospi- 
tal to the State of Arkansas unless there is a non- 
segregation agreement. 

A floor fight seemed imminent as southern leaders 
urged the Senate to approve the transfer on grounds 
Arkansas Negroes didn’t oppose segregation. 
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Ala. Grand Jury Bares Mysterious Night Beatings 
Eight persons, including one white man, testified before 
the Pickens County, Ala., grand jury that during the last 
two years they were victimized by mysterious bands of 
night raiders, who took them out of their homes and 
flogged them. Authorities, who believe the raids are “just 
lawlessness” unconnected with the controversy over racial 
segregation, said that many of the victims were too fright- 
ened to report the incidents or identify their assailants. 


Arrest St. Louis Alderman After Restaurant Snub 
A Negro alderman and two companions were arrested 
on a disturbance of the peace charge in a St. Louis restau- 
rant when they refused to leave after being refused serv- 
ice. Booked with Ald. William L. Clay were Ray Howard 
and Robert L. Schwerdtmann, a white man. The three 
men, in turn, filed peace disturbance charges against the 
restaurant’s hostess, Mrs. Dorothy Congleton, 53, who was 
also booked. All four were released on $500 bond each. 
Clay, a Democrat, heads a committee slated to hear 
charges of racial bias in city construction projects. 


Lawyer Foils 2nd Plot To Lynch Tenn. Farmer 

A second plot to lynch Willie M. Jones, 49-year-old 
farmer charged with fatally shooting a Tennessee sheriff, 
was foiled after his former lawyer received a tip that 
Jones would be snatched from officers carrying him from 
Memphis to Brownsville and shot. Jones pleaded not 
guilty at a secret hearing after Atty. J. F. Estes telephoned 
Gov. Buford Ellington to tell him an unidentified white 
truck driver said he heard residents discussing lynching 
plans. Jones was saved from a mob of 1,000 persons in 
Brownsville in July when he was rushed to Memphis after 
Sheriff John (Jack) Hunter was killed by a shotgun blast. 


Dr. Bunche Visits Poland For Brief Lecture Tour 

Dr. Ralph Bunche, Nobel Prize-winning UN undersec- 
retary, arrived in Warsaw to lecture UN-supported Polish 
organizations during his brief visit behind the “Iron 
Curtain.”

Saves 6 In Boston Blaze, But Loses Own Daughter 

A seven-year-old girl perished in a blaze in Roxbury, 
Mass., a suburb of Boston, after her mother rescued four 
of her own children, then returned to rescue two more 
from the flaming house without realizing her own daugh- 
ter was missing. Mrs. Roosevelt Willis located her daugh- 
ter, Gail, at the City Hospital, after saving six of the 100 
persons evacuated from three six-family homes in the 
$100,000 fire. 
NAACP Lawyer Confined To Dallas Mental Hospital 

An NAACP lawyer who participated in the Little Rock 
school integration cases, was temporarily committed in a 
mental hospital in Dallas, Texas, under the same law used 
to confine Gov. Earl Long of Louisiana. Atty. Ulysses Tate 
was ordered held under observation 14 days pending a 
hearing on a 90-day commitment order requested by 
Tate’s wife and C. B. Bunkley, another lawyer. 





Move Into White Chicago Area After Race Row 

Without a hint of trouble, two Negro families moved 
quietly into a previously all-white neighborhood on Chi- 
cago’s West Side while about 60 policemen stood outside 
the three-story apartment building, focal point of a 4,000- 
person mob demonstration the previous week. At that 
time, demonstrators massed three blocks deep around the 
home of Joshua Hargrave, 34, his family, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Green when it became known it had been 
bought by a Negro. Said Police Lt. William Cosfeldt: “The 
people in this area seem to be adjusting to the situation.” 


Moslem Leaders Slated For Capitol Hill Probe 

Leaders of the nationalistic Moslem sect, including Eli- 
jah Muhammad, shortly will be ordered to appear before 
two Congressional committees in Washington, JET 
learned. The Senate Internal Security subcommittee and 
the House Un-American Activities Committee reportedly 
are planning a full-scale probe of the organization’s work 
among Negroes in some 15 cities. The sect is described as 
a “black supremacy” group and accused of conducting a 
hatred program against whites. It is particularly active 
in New York City, Detroit and Chicago. Federal security 
agencies, it was brought out, have kept the organization 
under scrutiny for the past two years because of its 
nature. 





NAACP Blames Whites For Black Racists 

Blaming white racists and “a milk and water civil 
rights bill” for the rise of opportunists advocating 
“hate white” doctrines, Roy Wilkins, NAACP exec- 
utive secretary, disavowed a Negro religious cult re- 
ported to be preaching “black supremacy” and the 
downfall of the white man. Wilkins said “the so- 
called Moslems who preach black supremacy and 
hatred of all white people have gained a following 
only because America has been so slow in granting 
equal opportunities and has permitted the abuse 
and persecution of Negro citizens.” 
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Ex-Hawaii Lawyer Named To California Legal Fost 
Barbara Crutchfield, the 24-year-old 
lawyer who two years ago became the 
first Negro law instructor at the Univer- 
sity of Hawaii, was appointed a legal 
assistant in the California State Division 
of Corporations. Originally scheduled to 
take a job in the legal department of a 
Los Angeles real estate firm, Miss Crutch- 
field revealed she decided in favor of the me 
job with the state. Crutchfield 


Fire Chicago Cop For ‘Outside Deal’ With Joe Louis 

A Chicago policeman, William D. Parker, who was sus- 
pended May 11 when it was disclosed he and former 
heavyweight champion Joe Louis were partners in a vend- 
ing machine venture, was fired by the city’s Civil Service 
Commission for engaging in an outside business against 
department regulations. Parker admitted he was aided by 
Louis while installing some 300 machines in South Side 
taverns. Police said 200 of the machines illegally dis- 
pensed contraceptives. 


Evacuate Ky. Girl Campers After Threat Call 

Twenty-seven Negro girls ranging in age from 12 to 15 
years, were evacuated from their camp site near Ver- 
sailles, Ky., after a nearby farm resident received a tele- 
phone threat saying the camp would be wiped out. Thur- 
man Lancaster Jr., who reported the call, said he later 
fired one shot at five or six white men approaching the 
camp. State police said there was evidence that the men 
tried to burn a cabin at the camp. 


Ky. Lawyer Slated For United Nations Post 

‘Atty. Charles (Dawg) Anderson, former Kentucky leg- 
islator, and a Louisville lawyer, was slated to be named 
to the new U. S. delegation to the United Nations. An- 
derson reportedly was given the nod over Mrs. Clayborne 
George, prominent civic leader of Cleveland, because the 
job is alternated yearly between a man and a woman. 
Present Negro in the delegation is Marian Anderson. 





House Unit Approves 5 Point Civil Rights Bill 
A five-point civil rights bill containing all but two pro- 
visions recommended by President Eisenhower was ap- 
proved by the House Judiciary Committee. The bill: 
e Allows the Federal Government to provide schooling of 
military personnel when schools are closed to avoid inte- 
gration. 
e Provides Federal inspection of election records. 
@ Makes it a Federal crime to interfere with school inte- 
gration by force or threats. 
e Extends the life of the Civil Rights Commission for 
two years. 
The committee reversed itself and knocked out the 
President’s recommendations for Federal aid to desegre- 
gation and a permanent equal job opportunities body.

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Confidential: The most explosive Capitol Hill battle 
concerns civil rights with a behind-the-scenes move 
growing stronger to pass “a name only” legislation. 
Nixed already are efforts to make permanent the Con- 
tract Compliance Committee (quietly urging industry 
to hire Negroes), empowering the Justice Dept. to probe 
Dixie racial cases, and granting appropriations to 
states to aid desegregation. A likely-to-pass bill will ex- 
tend the Civil Rights Commission, require states to 
keep vote records three years, and, perhaps, a ban on 
interstate shipment of dynamite. Look for some head- 
lines with NAACPers trying to hold firm against com- 
promising representatives of labor, other minority 
groups and the political pros . . . Here’s more on the 
State Dept. color bias: not a Negro is employed in the 
Department’s African Bureau, and in the U. S. mission 
to Nigeria—the large African country which gets its 
independence next year—the same thing.

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Nkrumah Among Ist To Learn Of Queen’s Pregnancy 
Prime Minister Kwame Nkrumah was among the first 
to be officially informed of Queen Elizabeth’s pregnancy 
as Buckingham Palace officials cancelled her planned 
fall visit to Ghana during which she and her husband 
would have stayed at Nkrumah’s seaside castle near Accra. 
The Queen’s expectancy of her third child was not made 
public until a three-day series of examinations confirmed 
it. Said Nkrumah: “I was fortunate to be entrusted with 
that secret, and I kept it. I enjoyed keeping it.” Mean- 
while, Nkrumah met with the Queen at Balmoral, Scot- 
land, to discuss arrangements for a royal tour at a later 
date. Court circles speculated that Nkrumah might 
be asked to be one of the expected baby’s godparents, 
while Ghana newspapers suggested that it be given an 
African name—Kwame if a boy or Amma if a girl—to 
symbolize the Queen’s position as head of Britain’s 
commonwealth. While in Scotland, Nkrumah was ap- 
pointed by the Queen as the first Negro member of the 
Privy Council, a body of public figures for the purpose of 
advising Her Majesty on constitutional matters.

More than 150,000 peasants on Haiti’s parched northwest 
peninsula were saved from starvation by heavy rains and 
six million pounds of United States surplus commodities 
as a four-month emergency crash program ended last 
week. The rains ended a drought that has plagued the 
poverty stricken area since 1954 and brought some 200 
deaths by starvation.

New marriage laws banning polygamy and giving 
women the right to divorce their husbands were being 
prepared by Kenya’s government in Nairobi.

An 11-foot, six-inch Nigerian, Daniel Onwobuta, who 
had the appetite of four men and whose mere sight 
sent fellow tribesmen running in terror, died of hunger 
in Kano, where he was mourned as “the gentle giant of 
peace.” Able to whip grown men as a boy of 10, he 
married at the age of 12, but the marriage failed to 
work and Onwobuta was divorced by his frightened 
wife five years later when he reached eight feet, five 
inches.

British Guiana Newswoman Finds Toronto Unbiased 

A Negro newswoman from British Guiana reported she 
found no trace of racial prejudice in Toronto, Canada. 
Visiting the city for the first time, Mrs. Gaskin said the 
people appear happy and have little of the tenseness she 
has seen on faces in New York City. Mrs. Gaskin said: 
“Torontonians seem happy. They often smile at me when 
I walk down the street and I have found no trace of racial 
prejudice.” She is editor of the house organ of a large 
sugar and rum manufacturing firm.

Sharing her fear of Onwobuta’s unusual size and 
strength, town folks subjected him to an operation in 
which his wrist nerves were cut to reduce his strength. 
Nevertheless, he continued to grow, as did his appetite, 
which became more and more of a problem to satisfy. 
Unable to earn sufficient money to buy the large quan- 
tities of food he needed, Onwobuta often broke down 
in tears from hunger. Recently his hunger pains be- 
came unbearable, and he died.

Memphis State University Enrolls 6 Negroes 

Six Negro students were enrolled for the fall term at 
Memphis State University and became the first Negroes 
accepted since President Jack Smith announced in July 
that the state-supported university would begin accept- 
ing qualified Negroes. 


Morgan State ROTC Cadets Rated Tops At Ft. Meade 
Morgan State College cadets topped ROTC cadets from 
22 leading colleges and universities to attain for the 
Baltimore school the highest rating in military proficiency 
in the 1959 ROTC Summer Camp at Ft. Meade, Md. 
Morgan also ranked first in platoon standing, with the 
highest percentage of its cadets rated in the upper third 
of overall platoon standing. Other schools judged along 
with Morgan included the University of Delaware, Johns 
Hopkins University, Georgetown University, the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, Howard University and Temple.

LOCAL POLICE KEEP THE PEACE 


Through the long morning, oppressive with anxiety and 
sweltering 90-degree temperature, one day last week, black 
and white Little Rock waited like a father-to-be to see 
what new complications school-integration 1959 would 
bring. 

On the night before, just 20 minutes before Arkansas } 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus promised segregationists on tele- 
vision that he would do nothing in his power to help 
integrate schools, white vandals spewing gunfire from a 
speeding car, made their 56th attack in two years on the 
home of State NAACP President Daisy Bates and her hus- } 
band, State-Press editor-publisher L. C. 

Segregationists and newspapers were making much of 
a telegram the National Baptist Convention, U.S.A.’s presi- 
dent, Dr. J. H. Jackson, had sent NAACP Executive Sec- 
retary Roy Wilkins objecting to NAACP legal action de- 
signed to integrate more than the six Negroes approved 
for Central and Hall high schools.

Hall High, built 
among the pine thick- 
ets of fashionable Pu- 
laski Heights, was the 
first to capitulate. All 
was quiet there. 

About 50 newsmen 
and as many police- 
men made up the 
bulk of the crowd, as 
an estimated 20 resi- 
dents stood on their 
lawns in poker-faced 
silence. A block away 
Negro and white 
workmen were dig- 
ging an excavation 
for a new home. At

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Marie Robinson, 16, alighted from a 1958 Chevrolet, fol- 
lowed by junior Estella Thompson, 16, and senior Effie 
Jones, 17. Two minutes later, Hall High was integrated. 

At the State Capitol, cars, some with Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee license plates, began to unload pas- 
sengers, complete with the flags of the U. S., the Confed- 
eracy and the sovereign State of Arkansas. At first there 
were no more than 200, but their rebel yells and cursing 
at passing Negroes belied their numbers. 

Not far away in the Negro community 16-year-old senior 
Jefferson Thomas was finishing his eggs, toast and sau- 
sage, washed it down with a large glass of orange juice 
and prepared to make the march he had made with eight 
others to Central High in 1957. 

“If the mob gets you,” the tall (5-944), slim (140 pounds) 
youngster was telling JET, “there’s only one thing to do. 
Stand up and take whatever they give you. You can’t run, 
you can’t fight. But you go back and try it all over again 
next day. As long as I’m able I’ll go back.” 

At first, Thomas was scheduled to go it alone. Elizabeth 
Eckford, the 17-year-old senior whose picture went around 
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Ellis Thomas (1.), Isaac Mullen and Dr. G. P. Freeman, flanking 
Daisy Bates, were held incommunicado following their arrest.

the world when she tried to break through the National 
Guard lines thrown around Central High in 1957, had at- 
tended summer school, been accepted as a freshman at 
Knox College in Galesburg, Ill. Carlotta Walls was still 
attending summer school in Chicago, would not return to 
Little Rock and Central High for another fortnight. 

It was while the Eckford girl talked to Thomas the 
night before that she decided to go to school with him 
next day, even though she did not have to. “I couldn't 
let him go alone. I just couldn’t. I know what it’s like to 
go it alone. I couldn’t do anything else,” she said. And 
when their hour came they got into the car, driven by 
Thomas’ father, smiling. 

Meanwhile on Capitol grounds some 200 segregationists 
set out for Central High. They had listened to a speech 
by Gov. Faubus and set out as though embarked on some 
holy crusade. 

But when they tried to breach police lines, iron-hearted 
Gene Smith, chief of police, had firemen hose them down, 
use all the force necessary, and finally broke the mob’s 
back. And for the second time in three years Jefferson 
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Thomas and Elizabeth Eckford were integrated at Central. 
Negroes were proud of the way city police handled the 
integration, felt confident they could counter any schemes 
hatched by segregationists. But they were alarmed by the 
State Police, who on the night of integration cruised 10 
or 15 times around the Bates home (in a car bearing 
Georgia license plates) then arrested one of Mrs. Bates’ 
guards, Isaac Mullen, next-door neighbor dentist Dr. G. P. 
} Freeman and Ellis Thomas, Jefferson’s father. The trio 
was held 14 hours on charges of carrying a concealed 
« weapon after seeking to investigate the unmarked car 
driven by State Police. 
Next day, Daisy Bates, who made an eloquent plea 
j against the use of violence last month at the NAACP’s 
i, National Convention, whipped off a telegram to the White 
House, which said in part: “I appeal to you, Mr. President, 
to provide the basic protection that will give us the free- 
dom from fear to which citizens of our free American

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Proposed Anti-Negro Boycott Fizzles Out 

1) The people educated by the loss of their public high 
schools for nearly a year decided that integrated schools 
were better than no schools at all. 

2) Police Chief Gene Smith, unlike his predecessor in 
the 1957 crisis, made it fish-bowl clear he would tolerate 
“no foolishness” from any quarter, and when the chips 
were down proved it. 

3) Businessmen knew their city had lost an estimated 
$100 million since 1957, having gained not a single indus- 
try, and, records showed the moving industry was doing 
the briskest business of all. 

4) The people had made a paper tiger of Faubus, who 
once said he would consider running for president of the 
U. S. if drafted, but who could not save his three hand- 
picked members on the school board in the last election. 

His principal support, the highly vocal white Citizens 
Council, was found to be all bark and no bite when a pro- 
posed boycott against 300 Little Rock businessmen failed 
to materialize.

Speaking 
at a Methodist seminary in Evanston, Ill., Dr. Jackson, a 
professor of social ethics, said the Supreme Court’s school 
integration decision has resulted in a power struggle be- 
tween southern clergymen and their segregationist lay 
members over racial policy. 


Fired For Race Views, Ga. Pastor Takes W. Va. Post 

A Georgia minister who was dismissed as pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church in Columbus because of his 
views on racial integration accepted a unanimous call to 
pastor the Bream Memorial Presbyterian Church in 
Charleston, W. Va. The Rev. Robert B. McNeill, who suf- 
fered a heart attack after his Columbus dismissal, had 
written a magazine article urging racial harmony through 
“creative contact between leaders of both races.” 


Chicago Pastor Robbed Of $2,500 In Hotel Room 

A Chicago minister reported he was robbed of $2,500 in 
$100 bills in his room at the Sutherland Hotel. The Rev. 
Kiowa Costonie, pastor of Faith Temple Baptist Church, 
told police two gunmen knocked on his door, forced their 
way inside and pistol-whipped him before ransacking his 
room for the money. The Rev. Mr. Costonie, who con- 
ducts services in the hotel’s New York Room, said the 
money was part of a building fund he intended to deposit.

The girl’s skull was 
fractured and she was thrown into a brier patch to die. 


Ga. Trio Gets Death In White Girls’ Rape 

Three young Negroes were sentenced to die in the 
Georgia State Prison electric chair less than two weeks 
after they were accused of snatching two white girls from 
their escorts and a Negro trio to whom they subsequently 
ran for protection, and raping them in a pickup truck. 
A mixed jury of 11 white men and one Negro deliberated 
only five hours before convicting George Alford Jr., 18, of 
Dayton, Ohio, and Clifford Johnson, 22, and Brannon 
Epps, 25, both of LaGrange, on the complaints of a thrice- 
married, 20-year-old housewife, and her 18-year-old cousin.

Admitting police acted under an unusual Ohio law 
which defines prostitution as “the offering of the body 
for hire .. . or indiscriminate sexual intercourse,” Lt. Carl 
Lind of the Vice Squad explained: “We consider their 
actions indiscriminate, since they just met the girls while 
appearing in nearby Newport, Ky., and two of the fellows 
are married (Lynch and Williams).” Lind said his men 
acted on a tip from an employee of the swank Sheraton-

The raid was an invasion of privacy, shouted the sing- 
ers’ defense counsel, Atty.

tinique, is a double-barrelled story. One theme relates the 
love of a slave ship captain, Reinker (Jurgen) and a disso- 
lute physician, Dr. Corot (Serveis), for a beautiful slave 
girl Aiche (Dandridge). The other depicts the heroic and 
tragic high-seas revolt of slaves, led by the lion-killer 
Tomango (Cressan). 

Intense and provocative, Tomango evinces a variety of 
reactions. It has been called “a welcom2 ally to the 
Negroes’ fight for civil rights .. . an excellent motion pic- 
ture that should do a good job for present-day civil liber- 
ties . . . a real story, good for integration.”
